□ Mineral water: The Charles 
Steinbrecher family opened the 
Maribel Caves Hotel near Maribel 
about 1900 It became known for a 
mineral spring with "great medici¬ 
nal value," the book The Romance 
of Wisconsin Place Names says. 

□ Origin: The book credits the Rev. 
F.X. Steinbrecher with coining the 
name: "Mary is for the month of May 
when we started to build. And we 
should add something to it to ring 
the bell — like Mary-bell." German 
immigrants developed the village 
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of the year.
